Cites Congressional Resolution. 

“Ever since that time, the pro- 
gressives in Congress have heen 
seeking to restrict campaign ex- 
penditures and to prevent the use 


| of money for corrupt political pur- 


poses. They have introduced many 
bills designed to remedy these 
evils and purify American politics. 
In every instance, the reactionary 
members of both old parties have 
joined to prevent the enactment of 
any law that had teeth. 

“The corrupt practices act now 
upon the statute books does not 
control expenditures for presiden- 
tial campaigns, and the sections 
which applied to members of Con- 
gress were emasculated by the Su- 
preme Court in its decision in the 
Newberry case. The practical ef- 
fect of that decision was that any 
Senator could buy his nomination, 
but that he had to be careful in 
his election expenditures. 

“Congress having failed to enact 
a real corrupt practices act, at the 
end of the last session I introduced 
a resolution providing for complete 
publicity of campaign -contribu- 
tions and expenditures. My reso- 
lution was so drawn as to require | 
that these records be made public 
before election, so that the people 
might know the whole truth about 
the use of money during the cam- 
paign before they cast their votes. 

“This resolution also covered not 
only expenditures in favor of a 
particular candidate, but also funds 
used against any candidate. Its 
terms are broad enough to cover 
every kind of expenditure and to 
uncover every source of campaign 
funds. ° 

“The committee isa given full 
power to subpena witnesses and 
compel them to produce books and 
papers and to testify fully regard- 
ing the collection and use of money 
in the presidential campaign.

“T am advised that large sums of 
money are being raised and ex- 
pended under the auspices of state 
committees of both old parties in 
the hope of evading any exposure 
of the source and amount of these 
funds.

WHIPPING OF BOY 
UPHELD BY COURT. 


Judge Miller Says Policy of 
Sparing Rod Is Responsible 
for Much Crime. 


“It is a policy of sparing the rod 
and spoiling the child that is re- 
sponsible for much of our crime 
waves. If fathers would take 
enough Interest in their children to 
punish them when they do. wrong, 
it would not be long before the 
children would do right.” 

So remarked Judge Calvin Miller 
in the Court of Criminal! Correction 
yesterday in dismissing a charge of 
brutalHty lodged against John 
Nickolastky, 2515 South Second 
street, because he chastised his 14- 
year-old son, John Jr., for romain- 


ing away from home after 1908 
o'clock at night. 

“The defendant is not to be conm- 
demned, but rather should be 
praised for. the interest he has 
shown in his son's welfare,” the 
Court observed. 

The fact of the boy's punish- 
ment became known on Sept. 21, 
last, when fellow pupils at the 
Humboldt School noticed welts on 
his back when he took a shower 
bath. A teacher was informed and 
she told police, who arrested the 
boy's father. 

Testifying yesterday, the ( «cher 
said she regarded physica! punish- 
ment as unnecessary except In rare 
instances. She asserted the red 
welts on the boy's back proved he 
had been brutally beaten. Judge 
Miller took issue with her on this, 
saying: 

“If the beating was severe, the 
marks would not have been red, 
but black or blue or green. I know 
from having worn such marks on 
my eyes.”’ ’ 

To the boy, Judge Miller said he 
hoped his father again punished 
him if he stayed out tater than al- 
lowed. To the father he suggested 
the teacher be summoned to ad- 
minister the next chastisement.

RECALLS HEROIC 
DAYS OF WAR 


Says Anierican People Now 
Asking Whether ‘They 


SYRACUSE, N. Y., Oc. 8.—~ 
John W. Davis, campaigning in 
New York for himself and Gev. 
Smith, hag begun talking in blunt 
words of derision and condemna- 
tion about the official acts and

Davis was introduced to a cheer- 
ing crowd of 5000 in the Syracuse 
arena last night ag a man who 
would “hit straight from the 
shoulder.” 

He lived up to the promise. Hig 
words and his vigorous .manner 
kept the audience at a high pitch 
of enthusiasm. No part of his 
speech evoked such generous ap- 
plause as that which struck direct- 
ly at the President. 

Davis’ reception here was more 
cordial than at any of his pre- 
vious meetings in New York State. 
A large crowd braved a cold rain 
to meet him at the station on the 
arrival of his train from Utica, and 
the gathering at the arena was 
said by local newspaper men to 
have been one of the biggest ever 
assembled for a political meeting 
in this city. 

The audience was put in the 
proper mood for a fighting cam- 
paign speech by the introductory 
remarks of the Democratic Mayor, 
John H. Walrath, who contrasted 
the cleanness of the Smith State 
administration with events at 
Washington. 

Walrath said that the Repub- 
lican National Committee was 
“flooding the State with speakers 
in an effort to beat Davis and Al 
Smith.””
